The form and phraseology of the free sil- 
ver plank of the platform, the words in 
which the free silyer hordes of the -conven- 
tion will demand the free and unlimited 
coinage of both gold and silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, were determined upon shortly 
after 1 o’clock this morning by s subcommit- 
tee of nine of the Committee on Resolutions. 
As a pair of riders to the financial plank 
the subcommittee denounced the issue of in- 
terest-bearing bonds in times of peace and 
the policy of allowing private individuals to 
reap a profit from their sale. 

Having rapped President Cleveland’s 
knuckles in this indirect manner the sub- 
committee passed to the discussion of such

The members of the subcommittee ate: 
Senator J. K. Jones of Arkansas, Chairs 
man, by virtue of his Chairmanship of the 
full committee; Senator George of Missis- 
sippi, Senator Cockrell of Missouri, Senator 
Tillman of South Carolina, Judge N. E. 
Worthington of Illinois, R. L. Owens of 
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Indian Territory, Senator Hill of New York, 
Senator Gray of Delaware, and John E. 
Russell of Massachusetts. 

The first six names are those of silver men, 
the Chair having divided the places between 
silver and gold men in the same ratio of 
two to one, Which prevails in the makeup 
of the convention. 

Features of the Silwer Plank. 

The silver plank adopted by the majority 
of the subcommittee is a radical and un- 
compromising declaration for the opening 
of the mints of the country for the unlimited 
coinage of silver and gold at the ratio of 16 
to 1. The changes made on the plank, as it 
Was presented by Senator George, were 
chiefly verbal, consisting of condensation in 
some places and the substitution of more 
vigorous expression in others. 

From the currency the committee passed 
to the tariff, the resolution presented for 
& discussion being simply a brief reiteration 
of the time-honored principles of the party. 

Senator White visited the subcommittee 
long enough to present the following reso- 
lution for its adoption: 

Plank on Pacific Roads. 
No discrimination should be indulged in 
by the Government of the United States 
- in favor of any of its debtors. We approve 
of the refusal of the Fifty-third Congress to 
pass the Pacific railroad funding bill and de- 
rounce the efforts of the present Republican 
Congress to enact a similar measure.” 
M. A. Miller of Oregon presented a resolu- 
tion in favor of the abolition of national 
bank notes and restricting exclusively to the 
government the power of ‘issuing currency. 
To Restore Merchant Marine. 
Carter Glass of Virginia presented the fol- 
F bo lowing resolution: 

“We favor a return to the Jeffersonian 
policy of differential Auties for the restora- 
tion of our merchant marine in the foreign 
carrying trade.“

The tariff plank recommended is virtually

CONTESTING DELEGATIONS FROM NE-. 


BRASKA AND MICHIGAN WIN. 


Committee on Credentials, After a Hot 
Session, Lets In silver Delegates 
from the Wolverine State, Who, 
with the Bryan Crowd, Make Up 
the Desired Two-Thirds of the Con- 
vention Under Unit Rule—Gold Men 
Downed by Queer Arguments.

The Committee on Credentials, or, rathér, 
the free silver majority of it, at 12:30 this 
morning ruthlessly overrode the gold peo- 
ple in the case of the Michigan contest, and 
by's vote of 25 to 18 decided, torsea the eight 
free silver contestants in this State.

These men bear the same rela- 
tion to the Democratic party in that State 
that similar officials in Missouri do to the 
Democratic party there. Not one of the big 
four on the Mississippi delegation wantef a 
declaration yesterday for Mr. Bland. There 
were enough members of the delegation to 
go to the Missouri candidate to have carried 
the day for him, but the big four prevented it. 

Senator George, for whom the Democrgcy 
of Mississippi has the profoundest respect, 
pleaded with, the delegation to support Sen- 
ator Teller. There were Democratic mem- 
bers of it who went into open revolt. They 
told the Senator that this was not the kind 
of Democracy he had taught them, They 
wanted to know why a Dcmocrat who rep- 
resented the vital issue in the campaign 
should be sacrificed for a Republican who 
announced himself a Democrat on one issue 
only. But Walthall and George stood by 
Teller to the last. 

In the Georgia delegation Howell and 
Patrick Walsh assumed an equally deter- 
mined position. , 

Georgia Delegates Are Determined. 

Alabama, at a meeting before the con- 
vention assembled yesterday morning, by a 
vote of S to 6 decided to give its delegation 
to Boles on the first ballot as a unit. 

But the division of the vote of Iowa when 
the quéstion of selecting a Temporary Chair- 
man was before the national convention 
caused many of the halting free silver dele- 
gates from the South to|repudiate Boies and 
go for Bland. It settled definitely the deci- 
sions of Virginia and West Virginia and 
made it diffleult for the Teller supporters to 
hold their strength in Georgia and Missis- 
sippi. But they held it for hours neverthe- 
less. 

Every advance in the Teller campaign is 
simply. a promotion of Boies’ candidacy. 
There is no way now of breaking from Bland 
without scattering this convention into a 
thousand pieces. Should Bland drop from 
the canvass the free silver vote will be scat- 
tered and it may be a question whether it 
can ever be concentrated again, There are 
men on nearly every delegation who think 
that perchance in a general breakup the 
lightning might strike them, So leng as 
Bland is the insistent choice of one-half the 
silver delegations he can absolutely*prevent 
the dark horses from making any headway. 

Biand Man Talks. 


Said one of the Bland Executive committee 
last night: | 

The only question which interests any 
supporter of Mr. Bland is will the Missouri- 
an's strength stand by him. It is the kind 
of a foliowing like Grant had when his 
famous 30% stood in solid array. If it is there 
is no way in which Mr. Bland can be beaten 
save by an abrogation of the two-thirds rule.

Chairman Evans Explains. 


Chairman Evans was asked in regard to 
the affair and replied:

Wells Meets Southern Delegates. 


Will Wells had a taste of this soon after 
the adjournment of the convention. Dele- 
gates from Alabama and Mississippi caught 
him just as he was going into Boies’ head- 
quarters. He told them that the delega- 
tion was under unit roll, and the kicking 
members would be “‘ controlled.” He told 
them much more after the same strain, but 
they shook their heads doubtfully as they 
walked away. 

Delegate Taylor, who was one of the seven 
who voted no, stated last evening that he 
did so because he thought it just to the.gold 
minority in the convention. He was a 
strong free silver man, he added, but be- 
lieved his vote was rightly cast. 

At 9 o'clock last night the Iowa delega- 
tion went into caucus.

Amazes the Southern Delegates. 


Delegate Stackhouse was the one especially 
referred to in the speeches of the silver men 
he being the recognized leader of the gold- 
ites. Some of the members were disposed to 
criticise very severely the action of the seven 
delegates in voting for Hill at the convention 
yesterday afternoon. The fact was stated 
that it had created a feeling of amazement 
among some of the delegates from the 
Southern States, and they had demanded an 
explanation of the apparently peculiar ac- 
tion of the Iowa delegation. 

Mr. Stackhouse said in reply that he simply 
e manded the right to have his vote on rec-

He is speciously at- 
tempting to prevent the committee from 
going about its business in the usual orderly 
way. If he were making his request with 
sincerity, I would be in favor of granting 
it, but he is not sincere.

Oughton, Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Coliseum company, No. 332 Sixty-third 
street, at 9:45 o’clock last night and held up 
the store in the expectation of securing the 
$6,000 rental for the c onvention hall which 
it was supposed had been paid over an hour 
earlier. As it was only $40 and a gold watch 
and chain were their booty. 

As it turns out Secretary Aughton had 
actually received a part of the convention 
rental.during the day and it was locked in 
his safe in the rear of the drug store. This 
the robbers seem not to have figured on. 

This act of brigandage was committed in 
the face of crowds of pedestrians and passing 
street cars and vehicles, which gave Sixty- 
third street last night its old-time life of the 
World's Fair. | 

Within five minutes of the holdup Capt. 
Shippy and two detectives had taken up the 
trail and were following after the fugitives 
north in Madison avenue. 

Owing to the hasty departure of Capt. 
Shippy from a box in the Coliseum Gardens, 
where he was watching the spectacle of 
America,“ after the news of the holdup 


reached him, there was a general stampede 
of the crowds of spectators. Hundreds 
rushed out after him, supposing some dan- 


ger was impending. 
Failed to Get the Rental. : 

An hour before the holdup Secretary Ough- 
ton left his drug store and went to the office 
of Sergeant-at-Arms Martin in the Coliseum 
Building to confer with him about the pay- 
ment of the rental. After waiting half an 
hour without accomplishing anything he re- 
turned to his drug store, where Clerk Joseph 
Teufer in his absence was carrying on the 
business alone. Mr. Oughton remembers that 
two men followed him away from the Col- 
iseum. He now thinks these were the high- 
waymen, who had news of his mission and 
supposed he carried the money to his drug 
store. After a few minutes he returned t“ 
the office of Sergéant-at-Arms Martin and 
was there when the holdup occurred. 

Albert Crowell, No. 6406 Madison avenue, 
was in the store getting a prescription filled 
when the robbers entered, Several other 
customers had out only a minute 
previous. Clerk Teufer stood behind the 
prescription case completely hidden from 
the counter, pasting a label on a bottle. 

A young man wearing a brown cutaway ° 
coat and brown Fedora hat entered the store, . 
followed by two comrades, who stopped in 
the doorway. The pair were also medium 
size and youthful-looking. They were dressed 
in dark clothes without any conspicuous 
The man in advance stepped up 
to Crowell, and pointing a large revolver in 
his face said in tones too mild to attract at- 
tention: | 

Invited to Give Up a Watch. 

Let me see that watch, young fellow; I 
might need it in my business, but you put 
up your hands and Il 2 taking.“ 

Crowell put up his hands promptly and in 
his fright did not even murmur, The high- 
wayman, still holding the revolver close to 
Crowell’s facé with his right hand, at- 
tempted to take the r with his left 
hand.

There can no longer be any doubt that the 
discontented Democratic leaders of the West 
and South are determined to dash them- 
selves to pleces against the fundamental 
rocks of the grand old national party to 
which they still pretend to belong. 

The very- first vote in the convention today 
on the roll-call of States showed that these 
misguided men have caused the South and 
West to join their right hands while their 
other hands are raised against their unof- 
fending and loyal Democratic brethren of 
the East. A great agrarian movement 
took form and shape in that vote, and will 
go on as the convention proceeds until the 
regular organization will be arrayed against 
a section of the country which has for years 
furnished the brain and the bone and muscle 
to win party success against tremendous 


odds and the allied forces of paternalism, cor- 


ruption, and all that is abhorrent to a true 
Democrat. 

This vote was the one taken on the report 
of the National committee presenting Sena- 
tor David B. Hill of New York as Temporary 
Chairman of the convention. The men of 
the South and West desired that Senator 
John W. Daniel of Virginia should occupy 
that position, and he was substituted for 
Senator Hill, against all precedent and party 
custom, by a vote of 556 to 349, in spite of 
the protests and warnings of Northern and 
Eastern Democrats, who resented this un- 
necessary departure from unwritten party 
law by a majority that could well afford to 
be generous and democratic. 

An analysis of that vote reveals the sec- 
tional tendency of the new leaders who 
must spring up and must result from the de- 
liberations of this convention. Senator Hill 
received the votes of Connecticut, Dela- 
ware, Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, ‘Nebraska, New Hampshire, New 
Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, South Dakota, Vermont, Wiscon- 
sin, and Alaska. All those, with few ex- 
ceptions, are Northern or Eastern Common- 
wealths. The coils of the silver serpent are 
already tightening around Michigan and 
Nebraska, and on the next vote a sufficient 
number of regularly elected delegates from 
each of those States will have been unseated 
by brute force and the delegations will be 
thrown to the other side. 

Senator Daniel received the votes of all of 
the Southern and Western States except 
those who are to be robbed of their richtful 
majority for the cause for which Daniel 
stood. Thus was the sectionalism of the first 
test vote clearly established. 

It was also established that the free silver 
sectionalists do not now control a two-thirds 
majority of the convention. Insane and 
vindictive as they are, the free silver men 
falter when the proposal to abrogate the 
time-honored two-thirds rule is discussed. 
To get around the rule is very simple. It is 
only necessary to violate one great Demo- 
cratic principle, that of the right of a State 
to be represented in convention as a unit by 
delegates regularly elected at a State con- 
vention.

President Cleveland’s portrait looked 
peacefully down on a comparatively peace- 
ful convention at its opening session in its 
splendid hall this splendid day, for none of 
the revolutionary scenes which the dismal 
prophets had been predicting occurred, al- 
though the election of Senator Daniel over 
Senator Hill as Temporary Chairman by the 
nearly two-thirds majority of the silverites, 
with the belligerent debate, sharpened the 
hostile between the two sides. 

Senator Daniel’s silvery keynote speech, 
courteous though it was in phrase, increased 
this feeling, but, barring the hissing of Gov. 
Waller's threat that if Daniel was elected 
over Hill the gold standard men would fight 
the free silverites both in the convention and 
out of it, and the laughter and applause 
which drowned most of the Daniel speech of 
Delegate Marston of Louisiana, who made 
himself famous as the unconscious humorist 
ot the convention by solemnlydrinking seven 
glasses of ice-water from Chairman Har- 
rity’s pitcher, at short intervals, there was 
nothing at all indecorous in the proceedings, 
which, revolutionary though they were in 
fact, were not nearly as exciting as those 
which have occurred in less remarkable con- 
ventions than this. 

Gov. Altgeld and Senator Tillman were 
kept in the background all day by the con- 
servative silverites, who managed all the 
fighiing- on their side, and, managed it well, 
taking from Senator Hill almost all the silver 
delegates he had beguiled by his diplomacy.

Tomorrow the silverites expect to have 
the Committee on Resolutions report the all- 
important free coinage platform, and the 
Committee on Credentials the permanent roll 
of the convention, with minority reports 
from each committee. The gold standard 
men expect to spend the day in speech-mak- 
ing, Senator Hill delivering a sharper speech 
than he would have made from the chair 
had he been chosen Temporary Chairman. 
The gold standard men will make their pro- 
test in their speeches and by their votes, 
especially on the adoption of the gold stand- 
ard substitute for the free coinage plank.

Immensity of the Hall. 


The one feature of the hall which im- 
pressed itself upon every spectator was its 
immensity.

The free silver men demonstrated today 
that they have a majority large enough to 
give them absolute control so far as all the 
work of the convention is concerned, except 
the nomination of a Presidential ticket. They 
have carried out their threat to have no rela- 
tions whatever with the gold men in the con- 


vention, but to reject all attempts at harmony 


and conciliation and to run the convention 


machine from now on according to their own 


sweet will. 

The free sllver men were unable, however, 
to demonstrate that they control the votes 
of two-thirds of the delegates, but they will 
at once set themselves to the task of so ma- 
nipulating the powers given them to effect @ 
permanent organization, as to gather to- 
gether 620 free silver votes, which will be 
necessary to nominate a Presidential ticket, 
as the total vote of the convention will be 
930, assuming that the report of the Commit- 
tee on Credentials to give each Territory six 
delegates instead of two will be adopted. 

It was also demonstrated by today’s pro- 
ceedings in the convention that the silver 
factions are without a leader, or that if they 
have one he has not yet chosen to make him- 
self known. The nobodies of the party came 
to the front in the commonplace and injudl- 
cious speech-making and the prominent men 
of the yarious delegations sat silent in their 
seats. 

The convention proceedings today were 
chiefly marked by a bitterness of feeling be- 
tween the two factions and by the masterly 
manner in which William F. Harrity presid- 
ed while the gavel of authority remained in 
Davip S. BARRY. 


B. Hill. The minority substitute containing 
Daniel’s name was adopted with 556. votes 
in its favor. In order to secure two-thirds of 
the convention the free silver people will 
have to get sixty-two votes more. They will 
get eight or ten in New England, three in 
West Virginia, perhaps three in Delaware, 
and possibly half a dozen others in New 
Jersey and elsewhere, which were thrown 
for Hill today on personal grounds, but 
which can be counted on for a free silver 
candidate. 

The Nebraska delegation will be unseated 
and sixteen additional votes will be gained 
in this way. But with all these accessions the 
serer men will still be more than twenty 
votes short and the decrepancy will have to 
be made up by turning Don Dickinson down 
in Michigan, or else by abrogating the two- 
thirds rule, 

Either one of these steps will be revolu- 
tionary in character, and will be sure to stir 
up a storm of opposition, in which will lie 
all the possibilities of a permanent split in 
the party, and which may, with good ground, 
be seized upon by the gold delegates as the 
justification for a bolt on the spot. 
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The action of the convention today settles 
the fact that the silver men will put through 
their own program. Who their candidate 
will be is the only question of doubt. Biand 
is still in the lead, but the defeat of the 
effort to hold a caucus of the silver delegates 
leaves the outcome very uncertain. Much 
depends on what the gold delegates do. 

A conference of gold men was held tonight 
without reaching any conclusion. It will 
not be consistent for the gold delegates to 
nominate a candidate to run on a 16 td 1 
platform; hence only silver candidates may 
de put in nomination; A judicious use of the 
349 gold votes would make it difficult to 
nominate any extreme silver man. It prob- 
ably cannot be done without abrogating the 
two-thirds rule. 

There will be a number of delegates from 
New York and some other Eastern States 
who will refuse to participate in the pro- 
ceedings of the convention after a free silver 
platform has been adopted. But the silver 
men say that alternates will be found to 
take the vacant places. Gov. Altgeld wants 
to finish the work of the convention tomor- 
row. Mr. Harrity says that he does not 
think that can be done. There is some talk 
by the silver men, after a trial of strength, 
of taking a recess in which to hold a caucus. 
It is certain, however, that no caucus can 
be held until many of the silver men change 
their minds, 

Bland did not gain any strength today. 
Teller is losing rather than gaining. His 
nomination is practically out of the ques- 
tion with a bolt threatened in the East. Mr. 
Smalley, member of the National committee 
from Vermont, said tonight that in his opin- 
ion the silver men would obtain a two-thirds 
majority by means of the work of the 
Credentials committee and in the end ac- 
complish all they set outtodo. Buta change 
in the Michigan delegation, he thought, 
would justify a bolt as entirely revolu- 
tionary.

They Partly Stop Up the Temporary 
Intake and Greatly Lessen the 
Flow of Water. 


A slight change in the wind just before 6 | 


o’clock yesterday morning saved Lake View 
from a serious disaster. 

A few minutes after midnight the engineer 
at the pumping station noticed the engirfes 
were not working well. The water came 
through a 36-inch temporary intake, and only 
two of the thfee engines were being worked. 

The two big machines did not run evenly, 
and at times the engineer found them 
racing.“ as if there were not enough water 
in the pipe to offer a resistance to the strong 
steam pressure. The action of the engines 
was observed for half an hour, and then the 
men at the pumping sation decided that the 
intake was filling up with weeds or débris. 
If once the mouth of the pipe became 
choked the entire district would be en- 
dangered by fire. 

The pump showed that the stoppage of 
the pipe was getting more complete every 
minute, And the men at the station became 
frightened. Finally, the supply of, water 
dwindled to about a third, and showed signs 
of stopping altogether. 

The men went outside at 4 o' clock to see 
whether a boat could be launched, and found 
the sea breaking over the pier. They de- 
cided to wait a half hour and then try, at 
the risk of their lives, to clear the pipe. At5 
o’clock the wind began to go down suddenly, 
and at 6a boat was launched. It was nearly 
7 before the men had succeeded in clearing 
the grass from the intake.

Liverpool, July 7.—The Cunard steamship 
Servia, from Boston on June 20, having on 
board the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
company of Massachusetts, reached the 
landing place here at 4 o'clock. The Amer- 
icans were greeted with the heartiest of 
cheers from a vast concourse of people, and 
they made a lusty response. The most 
elaborate preparations have been made to 
give the Bostonians a big reception, includ- 
ing a procession, but the program had to. be 
abandoned owing to the late arrival of the 
Servia. 

The Americans were met by the Recep- 
tion committee of the Honorable Artillery 


Lord Mayor, military officers and civil of- 
ficials, and a number of prominent people, 
detachments of soldiers, and a guard of 
honor. , 
The Bostonians were in full uniform, and 
as they marched ashore they were loudly 
cheered again and again. The visitors ap- 
peared to be greatly delighted with the 
-heartiness of the reception accorded them. 


Exchange of Music. . 

As the Servia was moored the Stars and 
Stripes were hoisted to the foremast and 
the Union Jack was hoisted to a flagpole on 
the landing stage. This was the signal for 
the massed bands to play God Save the 
Queen,“ at the first notes of which the mul- 
titude stood bareheaded. Imm@liately aft- 
erwards the famous Salem Cadet Band, 
which accompanies the Bostonians, played 
The Star Spangled Banner.“ 

The first strains of the anthem caused the 
crowd to burst forth into a storm of cheer- 
ing, which was acknowledged by a salute 
from the American officers standing on the 
dock of the steamship. ~ 

The departure of the visitors for London 
was the signal for another outburst of 
cheering from the dense crowds about the 
station. 

London, July 7.—The train having the Bos- 
tonians on board steamed into Euston Sta- 
tion at 8:45 p. m. Enormous crowds of peo- 
ple had by that time gathered about the sta- 
tion. Immediately after the train stopped 
the Salem Cadet Band alighted and drew up 
on the platform, where it played God Save 
the Queen,“ which the crowd cheered until 
they were hoarse.

Reception at London. 

The bands at the station repeated the 
British national anthem and then played 
** Yankee Doodle,“ the crowds remaining un- 
covered and cheering. The whole route to 
Finsbury Square was lined with cheering 
people and the fifty or more omnibuses con- 
veying the Bostonians had the greatest diffi- 
culty in traversing the crowds who pressed 
around the vehicles in the enthusiasm of the 
greeting accorded the Americans in spite of 
the fact that they had been waiting all day 
long. The visitors expressed unbounded 
pleasure at the hearty reception they met 
with. 7 

When the party reached the Honorable 
Artillery company’s armory on Finsbury 
Square, within half a mile of which the crowd 
was as thick as on Lord Mayor’s day, the 
cheering was deafening and all traffic in the 
neighborhood was stopped. 

Lord Colville of Culross, in evening dress, 
and the Earl of Denbigh and others in full 
uniform welcomed each guest as his name 
was announced, and this was the signal for 
more loud cheering. A large number of the 
visitors from across the Atlantic were in 
civilian’ dress, as they had not time to 
change their clothes. 

The Bishop of Marlborough said grace. At 
the conclusion of the dinner the Chairman 
toasted the Queen amid great cheering. 
Col. Walker of the Boston company led the 
Americans in a separate round of cheers, 
after which all sang God Save the Queen,” 
and the Bostonians gave their company 
yell. The “ President of the United States 
was then proposed, the Chairman saying 
he was regarded with affection as the great 
head of a great Nation, and they hoped 
his successors would always be leaders in 
the peaceful contest between the two na- 
tions. The toast was drunk standing, amidst 
wild cheers, followed by the London com- 
pany’s “yell.” The band took up the cheers 
and played“ The Star Spangled Banner.“ 


Toast of the Evening. 


Toasts to the Prince of Wales and the 
army and navy followed. The toast of the 
evening was then proposed, the Chairman 
saying that the banqueters met not only as 
friends and comrades, but as relations. He 
hoped the visitors would return home with 
increased affection for the English people 
and disseminate it among Americans. The 
Chairman asked all to rise and drink to the 
health of the visitors, and hoped it would 
commence an epoch of real peace between 
the two peoples. More applause greeted this 
expression of friendliness, and when Capt. 
Walker rose to reply he was royally greeted. 
He delivered an ejoquent oration, closing in 
these words: 

Let these two companies be ever faithful 
to the principle that if: disaster shall ever 
come you cannot say I did it.“ 

His speech was received with tremendous 
enthusiasm. Lord Colville also toasted the 
visitors. 

Dinners and excursions are on the pro- 
gram of entertainment, the crowning event 
being the banquet on Thursday evening, 
when the Prince of Wales will be present. 

While the reception was in progress the 
band in the anteroom played national airs. 
The banquet began at 10 p.m. Many of the 
shops along the line of the proposed route 
of the procession which was to escort the 
Boston Artillery company displayed the 
Stars and Stripes. 

Upon the arrival of the second special train 
containing the ladies who have accompanied 
the Boston Artillery company at the Euston 
Station many Americans were present to 
offer them a welcome, The ladies proceeded

JOHN PENDER, THE CABLE KING, DIES. 


To His Efforts the Transatlantic Tele- 
graph Owes to a Great Extent Its 
Existence—His Great Integrity, 


London, July 7.—Sir John Pender, the cable 
magnate, head of the Eastern, the Eastern 
Extension, the Cape, the Anglo-American, 
and other cable companies, who had been 111 
for some time past, died at 5:45 this after- 
noon. 


John Pender was a Scotchman. He was 
born in Dumbartonshire in 1816, and received 
the best academic education of the time. 
After being graduated from the high school 
at Glasgow he was apprenticed to a mercan- 
tile life, in which he accumulated a fortune in 
that city. He was intelligent and industri- 
ous, and after a few years was able to em- 
bark in business for himself. 

When the project of an Atlantic cable was 
first broached in England he became at once 
an enthusiastic advocate of the scheme. He 
was one of the 345 persons who contributed 
$5,000 apiece to experiment in laying an ocean 
cable. 

John Pender occupied in England the same 
position as his illustrious colleague, Cyrus 
W. Field, did in the United States, and both 
men won and held the esteem and gratitude 
of their fellow-countrymen. When the 
American Submarine Telegraphic system was 
established Pender set about introducing the 
same plan of sea cable in other directions, 
and was chiefly instrumental in bringing 
about the Mediterranean, India, China, 
Australian, South African, and direct Af- 
rican cables. 

In recognition of his distinguished services 
to humanity he was knighted by the Queen, 
and received the highest decorations at the 
hands of several other sovereigns. He was 
made a Deputy Lieutenant of the Counties 
of Lancashire and Middlesex, and a Justice 
of the Peace for Middlesex, Manchester, 
Lancashire, Denbighshire, and Argyleshire, 
in all of which counties at some period of 
his long, busy, and honorable career he had 
resided. 

He was first elected to Parliament in 1862, 
and sat almost continuously as a member 
until the time of his death. 


George Law. 


New York, July 7.—[{Special.]—George Law, 
the millionaire President of the Eighth and 
Ninth Avenue railroad companies of. this 
city; died at his home, No. 289 Fifth avenue, 
this afternoon. He had been suffering for 
four weeks with erysipelas. | 

Law was born in this city fifty-three years 
ago. He was the son of George Law, the 
street railway magnate. He was graduated 
from Columbia College and entered into the 
street railway business, serving his appren- 
ticeship as a car-driver. Upon the death of 
his father he became controller of the Eighth 
and Ninth Avenue lines. 

When Mr. Law inherited his fortune he 
began to enjoy it by spending it lavishly. 
He purchased the steam yacht Veto and en- 
tertained many of his friends on board. 
Newspapers published exaggerated stories 
of his entertainments, which seemed to 
please him. He chartered a special train in 
1889, and, it is said, spent $65,000 in taking 
a crowd of sporting men and pugilists to 
Saratoga and presenting diamond rings and 
jewelry to them. 

He was married in 1894 to Miss Olga Smith. 
He then abandoned his sporting friends. 


Sallie Downs Dead. 


Louisville, Ky., July 7.—[{Special.}—Death 
today claimed one of the South’s most fa- 
mous beauties, Sallie Ward Lawrence Hunt 
Armstrong Downs, she having been four 
fimes married. 

She was in her 65th year. 

Mrs. Downs was the daughter of a wealthy 

cotton planter and was born in Louisville. 
She leaves a fortune to her son, John NM. 
Hunt of the New York World, and her hus- 
band, Maj. George M. Downs, a retired mer- 
chant. 
As Sallie Ward she was a social queen of 
the South. When young she married Dr. 
Bigelow Lawrence of Boston, who had her 
presented to the court of St. James, where 
her beauty is said to have captivated Lon- 
don. Her marriage to Lawrence was a dis- 
appointment and divorcefollowed. Her oth- 
er husbands died. 


Joseph H. Tooker. 


New York, July 7.—[(Special.]—Commodore 
Joseph H. Tooker, one of New York's old- 
est theatrical managers, died today. He was 
65 years old. His wife was the sister of W. 
J. Florence, the comedian. He was born in 
this city and was a newspaper and magazine 
writer forty years ago, He was for many 
years a manager for Jarrett & Palmer and 
had charge of Niblo’s Garden and afterward 
the old Booth Theater at Sixth, avenue and 
Twenty-third street. He was associated 
with many of the actors ofthe past. He. was 
also for a time in the employ of Jay Gould 
and Col. James Fisk, and had charge of the 
Plymouth Rock and other boats in the Erie 
railroad combine.

Mrs. Augusta Schultz, 76 years of age, was 
struck and instantly killed by the Chicago 
and Northwestern Freeport express at Aus- 
tin shortly after 1:30 o'clock yesterday af ter- 
noon.

THEODORE COOK’S STORY OF RACE. 


Noted English Expert Gives the De- 
tails of the Great Contest. 
[SPECIAL CABLE BY THEODORE A. COOK.] 

Henley, July 7.—-['Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
Press Publishing Compan New York 
World.]—I have seen one of the best races 
ever rowed at Henley. Yale gave such an 
exhibition of pluck as has been rarely wit- 
nessed, but, as I predicted four months ago, 
and as I cabled last night, the Bob Cook 
stroke proved useless against the English 
style. 

I am enabled to give an accurate report 
of the Yale race, for, by the kindness of the 
umpire, Mr. Frank William, I was allowed 
to accompany the race from the first stroke 
to the last on the umpire's launch. The only 
other persons besides the two umpires on 
board were Mr. Bob Cook of Yale, Mr. W. C. 
Kent, a famous old Oxford stroke, four rep- 
resentatives of the English press, and Mr. 
Neef for the Associated Press of America. 
I was therefore the only special American 
correspondent in the only place from which 
the whole race could be accurately seen. 


Yale Flags Waving. 


As we steamed down the crowded course 
with pleasure boats scurrying out of our 
Way on every side, it was pleasant to see the 
amount of interest that the coming contest 
was arousing. Yale flags were waving in the 
air on every side. Leander colors flamed in 
opposition from countless hats and sun- 
shades. | 

Leander had paddled down to the starting 
post through the crowd, and were first to be 
ready at the post. Just as our launch was 
turning round for the start, Yale paddled 
from their raft, their white jerseys edged 
with blue showing well against the delicate 
silver gray of the willows behind Temple 
Island. Yale certainly looked the strongest, 
as they are the heaviest créw at Henley in 
this or any year. 


Pink of Condition. 


Their stroke in particular looked in the 
pink of condition, and in all the men that 
settled gaze astern of confidence and per- 
fect health gave promise of a splendid 
struggle. 4 

Leander turned to their starting post in 
a leisurely fashion, paddling gently, set- 
tiling their rowing jerseys and shorts into 
a comfortable hang, and looking generally 
very much at their ease. 

Yale were far more machine like end reg- 
ular in every motion. Even when they were 
paddling it was noticeable how perfectly 
together the oars dipped their broad blades, 
how thoroughly in unison their bodies 
swung, how simultaneous was the shoot 
forward of those strong brown arms. 


Wrong Methods. 


What a pity that so much strength and 
so much practice should have been devoted 
to wrong methods. Never have I seen a 
crew so absolutely unanimous in doing the 
wrong thing at the same moment. Never 
have I seen so much pluck and so mucb 
strength wasted in trying to move a boat 
in the wrong way. A crew that in courage, 
in sportsmanship, in strength, and weight 
have rarely been equaled; upon any course 
were not permitted to show their real pace 
by limitations of their space, but their pluck 
was something nothing could obscure, and 
until the first haif mile was over that pluck 
thrilled every English heart. After that 
mark was passed we could only admire the 
dogged resolution which refused to accept 
defeat, and chased Leander sullenly to the 
finish without shirking for a single stroke. 

The Start. 

The boats went away to a beautifully even 
start as the umpire's Are you ready?“ was 
followed by the word Go,“ though Yale 
put in several more strokes than their oppo- 
nents.in the first half minute. Leander got 
nearly twenty feet ahead very soon after the 
.first crash of oar blades in the water began 
the race, but before a hundred yards was 
over the Yale boys crept slowly up, and as 
the boats passed the point of the island and 
the main course opened out an excited crowd 
could just see the nose of the Yale boat com- 
ing to the front. 

In the first minute the Americans had 
rowed forty-three strokes to the English 
forty-two, but in both boats the rate of strik- 
ing soon began to drop. Yale still gained 
steadily, and at the last got nearly twenty 
feet ahead, but she was not to keep the lead 
for long and never tor it.

But 
the interest among the British perceptibly 
Guickened as 5 o’clock approached and the 
Americans naturally hoped thatthe Chicago 
oarsman would do something to lift the 
damper on American depression.

Australia, New Zealand, and America, says 
that he has frequently observed that the 
above is the fact. He particularly cited 
the fact that his time was nearly 10 per cent 
faster in the dry atmosphere of Pierre, 8. D., 
than it was the same season whiie he was 
running at the ocean level. The pl ysiclog- 
ical reason for this is that the surface oxy- 
genation of the blood takes place more per- 
fectly in a dry atmosphere. d, a humid 
or wet atmosphere has a tendency to conduct 


the vital forces from the body very rapidly, 
on the same principle, in a measure, ta 
person very much exhausted by re- 
maining many hours in the water. A humid 
atmosphere is one step toward this condition. 
The Yale crew as well as the Cornell and 
other American crews are trained and 
brought to their high athletic finish in an 
American atmosphere, which, compared 
with that of England, is dry. Preparatory 
to the race they make the ocean voyage and 
at once 
the low lying damps of the Thames. In 
confirmation of this the fact will be remem- 
bered that no American crew has ever set- 
tled down on the Thames for practice with- 
out reports coming back to us that one has 
neuralgia, another the headache, or come de- 
bility that is rendering the success of the 
crew dangerous. I know from personal ex- 
perience that the low lying river sections of 
‘England are very weakening to one who has 
lived in an American atmosphere. 
. Before the Yale crew sailed from New 
York my anxiety for its success prompted 
me to offer these suggestions to' a prominent 
newspaper man, but he said he thought that 
phase of the subject had been thoroughly 
talked of and thought of, but it proves now 
that it was not sufficiently acted upon. I 
then said and now believe that had the Yale 
crew been sufficiently trained and able to 
beat any of the Henley crews three full 
lengths, ten days in the valley of the Thames 
would so enervate them that the inferior crew 
would be the victor for fully as many lengths. 
The quartering of the Yale crew at the 
Marsh-Mill-House was undoubtedly done 
with pure intention and not the slightest evil 
intent, and yet the effect was as disastrous 
as if it had been done with the intention to 
assist in defeating the crew. A slight eleva- 
tion of 100 or 200 feet, which can be found 
near by in the Berkshire hills, would in a 
measure have avoided these evils. This 
physiological fact is well known to English 
physicians, who always send their patients 


from the low districts to higher elevations, - 


where they convalesce very much more rap- 
idly. It is but a short and pleasant drive 
from the training course to a considerable 
elevation in the Berkshire Hills, where the 
crew should sleep every night during their 
preparation for a race. 

As long as these facts are continued to be 
ignored so long will superior American oars- 
men be defeated on the Thames.

Seventeen Seamen Quit Work, but 
Their Places Are Filled Soon—Valet 
Mistaken for the Miilionaire. 


New York, July 7.—[Special.]—Seventeen 
of the crew of William K. Vanderbilt’s 
yacht Valiant went on strike on July 4 be- 
cause they were not given shore leave.

Silver to the Fore. 


There was not a chance for the gold people 
to win the fight and everybody well under- 
stood it, but it was the opening gun of a 
great political battle and the gold folks were 
going to fight every inch of the road. This 
was the reason why they invariably de- 
manded polls of the delegation when they 
well knew they could not get any benefit out 
of it beyond the record of the strength of 
the Hill men.

Acknowledge a Great Debt. 


Do not forget—and I refer to the fact in 
no inferior sense—that just four years ago 
in a Democratic convention in this city the 
New York delegation stood here solidly and 
immovably for a candidate committed to 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver and 
gold at a retio of 16 to 1; And H wa are 
still for it let it not be forgotten that we owe 
it in some measure to theirteachings. [Ap- 
plause,] That we owe you much, gentlemen 
of the East, is readily acknowledged and 
will be ever most gratefiwly remembered. 

We owe you much, gentlemen of the con- 
vention, and for what we owe you of the East 
is the force bill and the MeKinley bill, and 
the Sherman law, the triple infamy of Re- 
publican legislation.

There ig none that can 
stand between the union of hearts and the 
unſon of hands that Grant in his dying vision 
saw was coming on angels’ wings to all the 
sons of our common country. 

When Chicago dressed Southern graves 
in flowers she buried sectjonalism under a 
mountain of fragrance. When Southern 
soldiers on yesterday cheered the wounded 
hero of the North in Richmond, the South 
answered back: Let us have peace: peace, 
union, and liberty now and forever. 


Claims Gold Man’s Disaster. 


As the majority of Democrats is not Sec- 
tional, neither does it stand for any priv- 
lleged or classed legislation. The active 
business-men of this country; its manu- 
facturers, its merchants, ‘its farmers, its 
sons of toil in counting-room, factory, field, 
and mine, know that contraction of the 
currency sweeps away within the silent 
and resistless force of gravitation the an- 
nual profits of their enterprises and invest- 
ments. They know, too, that the gold 
standard means contraction and the or- 
ganization of disaster. What hope is there 
for the country, and what hope for the De- 
mocracy, unless the views of the majority 
here shall be adopted? 

o not the people know that it was not 
silver legislation, but legislation dictated 
by the advocates of the gold standard that 
has caused and now continues the finan- 
cial depression? Do they not know that 
when their demands upon Democracy were 
complied with in 1893 and the Sherman law 
repealed without a substitute, that the 
very States of, the East that demanded it 
turned against the Democracy who granted 
it ahd swept away their majorities in a 
torrent of ballots? Had the silver men had 
their way then instead of the gold mono- 
metallists, what storms of abuse would 
here today be emptied upon their Heads! 

But the peopple, applying the power of 
memory and analysis alike to discover the 
causes of their arrested prosperity, need 
not go far to find them. They do not for- 
get when Democracy came to power in 
1893 it inherited from its Republican pre- 
decessor the tax system and the currency 
system, of which the McKinley law and 
the Sherman law were the culminating 
atrocities. 

It came to power amidst a panic, which 
fitly followed upon their enactment—with 
strikes, lockouts, riots, and civic commo- 
tions, while the scenes of peaceful industry 
in Pennsylvania had become military 
camps. Besides manifold oppressive feat- 
ures, the McKinley law had thrown away 
fifty millions of revenue derived from sugar 
under the spectral plea of a free break- 
fast table and had substituted bounties to 
sugar planters, thus decreasing revenue 
and increasing expenditures, thus burning 
the candle at both ends and making the 
people pay at least for the alleged free 
breakfast. 


Talks on Finance. 


From the joint operation of the McKinley 
and Sherman law an adverse balance of 
trade was forced against us in 1898, a surplus 
of 8100, 000, 000 in the Treasury was converted 
into a deficit of $70,000,000 in 1894, and en- 
graved bonds prepared by a Republican Sec- 
retary to Senta money to 7 port the gov- 
ernment were the ill omens of the neorganized 
ruin that awaited the incoming le. 
and a depleted Treasury. More significant 
still, the very authors of the ill-starred 
Sherman law makeshift were already at 
confessional upon the stool of penitence and 
were begging Democrats to help them put out 
the conflagration of disaster that they them- 
selves had kindled. 

So far as revenue to support the govern- 
ment is concerned, the Democratic party, 
with but a slender majority in the Senate, 
was hot long providing it, and had not the 
Supreme Court of the United States reversed 
its settled doctrines of 100 years the income 
tax incorporated in the tariff bill would long 
since have abundantly supplied it. 

Respect finance, the Republicans, Popu- 
lists, and mocrats, while differing upon 
almost all other subjects, had united in 1892 
in declaring for the restoration of an Ameri-

Americanism more than any economic issue 
that ever was presented to a President at a 
Presidential election. 


Nine Currencies, No Two Alike. 


The last enactment of Congress on the 
subject, in repealing the Sherman law, 
pledged the whole country to the continu- 
ance of the double standard, but in fact we 
have a disordered and miscellaneous cur- 
rency of nine varieties, three of metal and 
six of paper, the product for the most part 
of Republican legislation, rendered worse 
by Treasury practices begun by Republican 
Secretaries and unfortunately copied by 
their Democratic successors. [Applause.] 

Then consider these facts, gentlemen: The 
Federal, State, and municipal taxes in this 
country are assessed and paid by the stand- 
ard of the whole mass of money in circula- 
tion, No authority has ever been conferred 
by Congress for the issue of any bonds pay- 
able in gold. 

The specie resumption of 1875 gave the 
surplus revenue in the Treasury, not gold 
only, the money of redemption. Provision 
made by the Bland-Allison act of 1878 added 
to our circulation some $350,000,000 of stand- 
ard silver money, or paper based upon it, and 
all that mass of silver money is sustained 
at parity with gold by nothing whatever 
on earth but the silver in it and the legal 
tender functions imparted to it bylaw. [Ap- 
plause.] 

We have no outstanding obligations in the 
United States except the small sum of $44,- 
000,000 of gold certificates, which are 
specifically payable in gold, and they of 
course should be so paid. All of our specie 
obligations are payable in Coin, which means 
silver or gold, at the government option, or 
in silver specifically and only. 

There is more silver and paper based upon 
silver in circulation today than there is of 
gold or paper based on gold, and that the 
gold dollar is not the unit of value is 
demonstrated by the fact that no gold dollar 
pieces can now, under our laws, be minted. 
If we should go upon the gold standard we 
must change the existing bimetallic stand- 
ard of payment of all public debts, taxes, 
and appropriations, saving alone those 
specifically payable in gold. 


Claims Gold u Not the Standard. 


As we have $20,000,000,000 of public and pri- 
vate debt it would take more than three times 


all the gold in this country to pay even one 
year's interest upon it. 


We should not be 
compelled hereafter to contract the cur- 
rency by paying off $500,000,000 of green- 
backs and Sherman notes in gold, exhaust- 
ing nearly the entire American stock in 
and out of the Treasury, and the same policy 
would require the $344,000,000 of silver cer- 
tificates should be paid in gold also, as fore- 
shadowed by the <> gant draft upon the 
country’s stock of gold. 

This manne an increase of the public debt 
by $500,000,000, with the prospect of $344,000,- 
000 more, The disastrous consequences of 
such a policy are appalling to contemplate, 
and the only alternative suggested t o fight 
for before the people is the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 [cheers.], and the 
complete restoration of our hereditary and 
constitutional system of American money, 

We pray you, no more makeshifts and 
straddles. Vex not the country with your 
prophecies of smooth things to coma from 
the British-Republican propaganda. \ [Ap- 
plause.] The fact that the European nations 
are going to the gold standard renders all 
the more impractical that we should do so, 
for the limited stock of gold in the world 
would have a longer division and a smaller 
share for each nation. 

Fooled Once Before. 


evious predictions have been punctual- 
ay el .— prosperity was prophecied 
to come upon the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman law. Instead of protecting the 
Treasury reserve, as was prophecied it 
would do, an unprecedented raid was 
promptly made upon it, and 2,000,000 of 
borrowed gold have been insufficient to 
guarantee its security. Instead of causing 
foreign capital to flow to us, it has stimu-. 
lated the flow of gold to Europe, and green- 
back notes and the Sherman notes, which 
are just as much payable in silver as in gold, 
have been used to dip the gold out of the 
Treasury of the United States and to store it 
in the strong boxes of the warlords of 
Europe. 

Instead of reviving business, this policy 
has further depressed it. Instead of increas- 
ing wages, this policy has further decreased 
them. Instead of multiplying opportunities 
for employment, this policy has multiplied 
idlers. Instead of increasing the prices of 
our produce, this policy has lowered them, 
as is estimated, about 15 per cent in three 
years. Instead of restoring confidence, this 
policy has banished confidence. 

Instead of bringing relief it has brought 
years of misery, and for this reason: It has 
contracted the currency of the United States 
$4 a head for every man, woman, and child 
since Nov. 1, 1893, and with this vast aggre- 
gate contraction the price of land and of 
manufactured goods and of all kinds of agri- 
cultural and mechanical produce has fallen. 


Only Taxes and Debts Keep Up. 


The public revenue has fallen, wages of 
labor have fallen, and everything on the 
face of the earth has fallen but taxes and 
debts, which have grown in burden, while 
on the other hand the means of their liqul- 
dation has been diminished. In the mean- 
time, gentlemen, commercial failures have 
progressed with devastating effect north, 
south, east, and west in this Nation. The 
dividends on bank stocks have shrunken. 
Three-fourths of the railway mileage of the 
United States is now in the hands of receiv- 
ers, and the country has received a shock 
from which it will take many years to re- 
cover. 

Yet, in this distressed and contracted con- 
dition, the new-fledged monometallists ask 
us to declare for a gold standard and to wait 
for relief upon some ghostly dream of an in- 
ternational agreement. But the people now 
do well know that the conspiracy of Eu- 
ropean monarchs led by Great Britain has 
purposes of aggrandizement to subserve in 
the war upon American silver money and 
stands in the way of such agreement. 

With their credit they seek to enhance the 
purchasing power of thousands and millions 
which is owed to them all over the world, 
and which you owe to them. They draw 
upon the United States of America for their 
food supplits and raw material, wheat, corn, 
oll, cotton, iron, lead, and the other like 
staples, and they seek to get them for the 
least money. 

Plenty of Gold in Europe. 


Besides this Great Britain has large gold 
mines in South Africa and South Amer- 
ica, and by closing the silver mines 
has greatly enhanced their products 
and their values. Recent British 
aggression in Venezuela and in the 
settlements of South Africa was moved by 
the desire to possess more of these gold 
mines, and by monopolizing the metal as far 
as possible, to assert British commercial su- 
premacy over the world. 

No nation calls itself free and independent 
that is not great enough to establish and 
maintain a financial system of its own. 
[Great applause.] 

To pretend that this, the foremost. rich- 
est, and most powerful Nation of the world, 
cannot coin its own money without suing for 
an international agreement at the courts of 
European autocrats, who have none but pri- 
mury interests to subserve, has for many 
years been held out at every Presidential 
election. : 

They have made use of such an agreement 
and have foiled it afterwards, and we have 
never in all our historyyhad an international 
agreement upon a money system, and none 
of the founders of this Republic ever 
dreamed that such an agreement was essen- 
tial. We have had three international con- 
ferences in order to obtain it, and to wait 
longer upon them is to ignore the interests 
of our own people and degrade our national 
dignity and to advertise to all mankind our 
impotence and our folly. 


All Depends on Favors Shown Us. 


The concession that comes from the gold 
standard men of all Europe for the restora- 
tion of the double standard is the only solu- 
tion of the financial difficulties that we can 
find in the outlook before us. The declara- 
tions of the English Premier and the French 
Minister, and the Russian Government, 
which have recently been expressed, show 
that if it succeeds at all it will succeed 
against the sinister power of autocracy, 
which has been used against it. 

An international agreement for the resto- 
ration of the metals to an equality would be 
a bond of mankind which would enable us 
to regulate the value of money and bring 
the two metals upon a parity. Alexander 
Hamilton, the great Secretary of the Treas- 
ury under Washington, understood this 
question. He framed the first financial act 
of this country, which was passed in 1792, 
fixing the unity of our currency upon both 
metals, for a double reason—the first, that 
to exclude o would reduce it to a mere 
merchandise. the other, that it would 


‘involve the difference between a scanty and 


a full circulation. Thomas Jefferson knew 
this when he indorsed the work of Hamilton 
and George Washington knew this when he 
approved it. Daniel Webster knew this 
when he declared that silver and gold are 


the legal standards and that neither Con- 


nor any State has any right to agree

THE FIRST FREE SILVER vIcToRY. 

The Democratic convention has met. 
The first round has been fought, and the 
free silverites have scored the first knock- 
down. The.sound money men carried out 
their program by*nominating Senator Hill 
for Temporary Chairman. The other side 
carried out its program by nominating Sen- 
ator Daniel of Virginia for that position. 
They did not mean to be presided over, even 
temporarily, even for an hour, by an honest 
money Democrat or a man who was not for 
16 to 1 debased money right off. 

Thereupon the sound money men made 
appeals to their rotten money adversaries. 
They begged them not to trample on all the 
precedents of the party by rejecting the 
nominee of the National committee for 
Temporary Chairman. They implored the 
free silverites not to “turn down” a dis- 
tinguished Democrat like the Senator from 
the Empire State of New York, containing 
six and 4 half millions of inhabitants. They 
pleaded with the Anarchist Altgeld and his 
partner, Buck” Hinrichsen, to be satis- 
fied with the introduction of the novelty of 
free silver. 

Gov. Waller of Connecticut held out an 
“ olive branch“ in the proposition that Sen- 
ator Hill be the Temporary and Senator 
Daniel the Permanent Chairman. 
rejected contemptuously by the crazy loons. 
The Populist element was not in a compro- 
mising mood. They knew they bad the 
power and proposed to take everything that 
power gives unscrupulous gamesters. 

The vote which was taken was 556 for 
Daniel and bad money and 849 for Hill and 
good money. The free silverites had fig- 
ured out 574 votes for their man the night 
before, so they fell nearly a score 
short of their confident expectations. A 
few delegates were affected by the tearful, 
heart-breaking entreaties of the sound 
money delegates, and thought it a shame 


that Senator Hill of the Empire State, who 


had often led his party to victory, should 
be given the cold shoulder in a National 
Democratic convention in 1896. 

Senator Daniel, knowing it would come 
into play, as soon as the vote was announced 
proceeded to deliver a written out ha- 
rangue for free silver, amid the applause 
of, the cheap silverites and disgust of the 
gold standard men, consisting of the usual 
ingredients of assumption and misstate- 
ment. 


FREE SILVERITES WILL CONCEDE NOTH-

A Chicago Democrat suggests that if the 
Democratic convention shall declare in 
favor of free coinage of silver it also 
declare that the law be so framed as not 
to apply to or affect any contracts in exist- 
ence at the date of its passage, because they 
are all based on the gold standard. He 
says this would mitigate the evils of a 16 to 
1 law. 

It would to some extent. All those people 
who have loaned good money would get paid 
back in what they were entitled to, even if 
the contracts did not say specifically they 
were payable in gold. Several billions in 
credits would be protected if the law were 
framed as is suggested by this honest money 
Democrat. 

But there are in national savings and 
State banks five billions in deposita, belong- 
ing to several millions of depositors. Under 
free silver 16 to 1 coinage the latter would 
get back only half whatthey putin. There 
is no way in which they can be guargntded | 
against spoliation if the 16 to 1 conspiracy is 
carried into effect. 

Nowhere in the hundreds of free silver 
platforms, or in the hundreds of letters 
which this paper has received from free sil- 
verites has there been a shadow of an inti- 
mation that existing contracts should he 
paid in money as good as that borrowed. 
The 16 to 1 people are not organized to carry 
out contracts, but to beat them. The free 
silverites mean to do all the cheating they 
can. They would like to violate even those 
contracts that are protected by special gold 
agreements if a way can be found to do it. 


BLAND PREDICTS ONLY A SMALL PANIC 
IF 16 TO 1 WINS. 

The correspondent of the New York 
World put this question to Mr. Bland a few 
days ago out at his home in Missouri: 

How will you prevent a great panic which will 
overwhelm the Nation if one-half the value of our 
silver money is suddenly stricken down in the mar- 
kets of the world? We may call 50 cents a dollar 
in the United States, but our national fiat ceases to 
have any authority when it passes beyond our own 
shores. It seems to the World that the disaster 
would be instant and terrible. 

His hazel eyes shown with enthusiasm " 
—the enthusiasm of reckless ignorance—as 
he replied: 

There will be no great panic. Secretary Carlisle 
in his Memphis speech said that if the country 
went to a free silver basis there would be an im- 
mediate contraction of the currency; $500,000,006 
in gold would vanish and a terrific fall in pri 
would follow the withdrawal of this gold from 
circulation. But he admitted that this would be 
followed eventually by a rise of prices to a higher 
level than the present when money became 
abundant. 

Now, if people know that prices are going to 
rise in the end they will dis.ount the immediate 
effect of free silver coinage at 16 to 1 and prices 
will not fall very much at the beginning. 

So Bland admits there will be a panic, 
but not a great one, in the event of free coin- 
age, but he says the people will“ discount 
it. Did he ever know of a panic which was 
discounted in advance? Did he ever hear 
of a community building a cyclone cellar to 
take refuge in when a financial whirlwind 
came along? 

Bland admits there will be a panic” if 
16 to 1 silver is made the money standard, 
but not a great one. How does he know 
there is ndt to be a huge one? It is easy to 
assume that a given action will breed a 
panic, but no man can predict the conse- 
quences or the extent or destructiveness or 
duration of a national monetary panic. 

The person who starts a fire in a crowded 
theater can say with truth there will bea 
panic, but he cannot, like Bland, tell wheth- 
er it will be a little one or an awful one. 

There is no more telling where a panic 
will stop than where a south wind driven 
fire will stop. Hence it is not safe to 
start, deliberately, either of them. The 
financial panic which Bland wishes to start 
must be more serious than he pretends, be- 
cause the effects of free coinage on the cur- 
rency will be vastly more far-reaching than 
he pretends to think. | 

He speaks of the vanishing of 500 mill- 
ions in gold as a small matter. It would 
be a great and harmful evil, but the mis- 
chief would not stop there. There is in ad- 
dition 1,200 millions in silver and paper in 
circulation, which has the purchasing power 
of gold now, because kept at -parity 
with gold.

8 IMETALLIC BRITISH VIEW OF SILVER. 
last issue of Tu» Trisune contained 
a series of interviews with prominent Brit- 
ish financial authorities, those interviewed 
bei bimetallic silver men, not single 
standard men—those who are iu favor of 
silver being made equal with gold upon 
some ratio. They represent an element in 
England similar to that here in the Demo- 
cratic convention—a class of alleged bimet- 
alli¢ts who are bimetallists only for pur- 
po of deception, since we have bimetal- 
lism already, silver being kept up to the gold 
sta dard. 

The questions asked were as to the effect 
upon the chances of international bimetal- 
lism of free coinage at the 16 to 1 ratio 
independent of Europe, whether it would 
lead to silver monometallism in the United 
States, and whether the 16 to 1 ratio would 
hurt the chances of an international agree- 
ment on a genuine bimetallic standard. In 
reply to these questions W. H. Grenfell, 
Ch irman of the General Council of the 
league, who holds the same position in En- 
gland Bland does here, said in substance 
that while the 16 to 1 ratio might increase 
the chances of an international agreement 
it would be impossible to get a proposal for 
any ratio through the House of Commons, 
and that if other countries wait for En- 
gland to show the way they will wait for- 
even.“ Hd says again: | 

Although I believe that England suffers more 
from the want of bimetallism than any other Pu- 
ropean country I believe thut those who are waiting 
for England to take the initiative are waiting for 
something that will never take place, and I can 
only turn to the United States in the hope that this 
injtigtive will start with them. 

Samuel Smith, a prominent Liberal mem- 
ber of Parliament, says: 

If the United States acts independently and opens 
its own mints at 16 to 1 I do not feel sure whether 
n will help or hinder a similar action on the con- 
tinent. If the United States acts at once and other 
countries do not follow its example I should say 
that the ultimate result would be silver monomet- 
allism in the United States, but no doubt silver 
would rule much higher than it does now. 

Sir Samuel Montague, an old banker and 
bullion dealer, said: It would be beyond 
the power of any one country to maintain 
the ratio of silver at 16 to 1, and if America 
attempted it its gold. would be either ex- 
ported or hoarded. It would become a 
monpmetallist on silver.” Many others ex- 
pressed their views quite freely, while some 
declined to talk at all. 

From the substance of the interviews it 
is apparent there is nothing to hope for from 
England in the way of helping the bimetallic 
system. She is willing that India should 
open her mints again and resume free ¢oin- 
age of silver, but she will have none of it. 
She has flourished under the gold standard 
and doesn’t want bimetallism except as she 
may get it in commerce. ‘As to the effect of 
the ¢hange to the 16 to 1 ratio, some think 
it would be disastrous; others think it would 
cause a panic; still others think it would 
increase the price of silver, to the advantage 
of India and of English dealers in bullion, 
They are agreed that if the United States 
should adopt free coinage of silver and gold 
should go abroad it would be for the benefit 
of England, who would get the cold, while 
we would have a surplus of silver, picked up 


in Europe and India. The effect would be 


to give Great Britain and other nations our 


gold and raise the price of silver bullion a 


little. They would have more profit and we 
would be out of copartnership with the gold 
nations. Of course England would not 
want to break us down so that we could not 
buy her goods, but they would push up silver 
10 to 15 cents on the dollar and carry on 
business, with the result that our gold would 
go to her and we should have cheap silver as 
a substitute. Some of them think that 
France and Italy might be coaxed into the 
same policy, and with the same results, It 
is the old story of the monkey and the 
chestnuts. 

That is the kind of entertainment the al- 
leged bimetallists are holding out to this 
country, as shown by the statements of 
their own friends in Great Britain. How 
do the people of the United States relish the 
dish which will be set before them in case 
the Altgeld-Hinrichsen-Bland contingent is 
successful?

‘the sharp, sweeping contraction which 
would precede any possible future inflation. 

In panic times all want to. sell. Nobody 
wants to buy, except at a frightful sacrifice 
on the part of the seller. 

After the panic of 1873, though the green- 
back ‘dollars were “cheap” dollars they 
were hard to get. Whoever had them held 


on to them. So when the currency had been 


contracted in value two-thirds by the 16 to 
1 free silver craze and the silver and paper 
dollars had become 50-cent dollars in value, 
it would be harder to get those “ cheap” 
dollars than it is to get the gold value dol- 
lars now. . 

No man could sell his farm at a high 
price in cheap dollars with which to pay his 
creditors after the panic set in, because he 


could find no one to buy his farm at almost 


any price. If he could not pay interest or 
principal of his debt the mortgage would be 
foreclosed and the land sold for what it 
would fetch in 16 to 1 50-cent dollars. 

The panic would disarrange the entire 
machinery of home business. Those agen- 
cies which now collect the products of the 
farmer or the planter, convey them to the 
seaboard, and then find for them a foreign 
market would be paralyzed. The middle 
man, without whom the farmer cannot mar- 
ket his crops to any advantage, would 
be ruined by the contraction caused by 
slumping the present gold standard money 
down to half value free silver dollars. 

The farmer would find it harder to get 
“cheap silver dollars for his crops than 
he does now to get 100-cent gold value dol- 
lars; for not only would the country mer- 
chants be ruined, but home consumption 
would be greatly decreased; for when the 
Eastern factories were closed the idle work- 
men would not eat as much Western flour, 
pork, and beef. 

All men who needed money to pay debts 
with, or for any other purpose, would find 
it harder during the long-drawn-out panic 
caused by the 16 to 1 slump to get 50-cent 
dollars than it is to get 100-cent good dollars 


now. Instead of the “ flush times” they 
are promised by the cheating charlatans, 


the dupes would find the cruelest of hard 
times; and then they would begin to believe 
that honesty was the best policy. 

The free silver leaders promise a boom 
and a feast of fraud, But all their dupes 
will get will be a panic and scarcity of mon- 
ey, and they will be the worst cheated of 
all in their dishonest attempt to cheat 
others. They will go forth expecting to 
shear and will find themselves shorn 
to the skin. And that will be the outcome 
of 16 to 1 free coinage if it should be en- 
acted into a law.

FOR DANIEL 556 TO 349 FOR HILL. 

The vote in the Democratic convention 
yesterday upon the 16 to 1 motion to substi- 
tute the name of Mr. Daniel, 50-cent silver- 
ite of Virginia, for that of Mr. Hill of New 
York as Temporary Chairman was 556 to 
849. Senator Hill received votes in twenty 
State delegations and carried the following 
States complete: Connecticut, Delaware, 


Massachusetts, Michigan, Nebraska, New 


Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Rhode Island, South Dakota, Ver- 
mont, and Wisconsin. 

The result shows that there are 556 dele- 
gates who are willing to repudiate the action 
of their own National committee and 349 
who would stand by the rules and prece- 
dents of their party. It shows further, 
that there are 556 delegates who are in 
favor of the slump of the present currency 
to 50-cent dollars and 349 who are in favor 
of honest dollars. They will ballot a few 
times for the slump candidate Bland and 
‘failing, perhaps, to secure him a two-thirds 
vote they will rescind the rule and resolve 
that a majority shall nominate, and then 
nominate him, 


THE LOOP QUESTION AT LAST SETTLED 


It was not necessary for the Mayor to veto 


the ordinance for the elevated road in Van 
Buren street, which will complete the loop. 
The company had to make concessions, be- 
cause it knew there stood behind the Mayor 
Aldermen énough to sustain a veto based 
on the lack of compensation to the city for 
the use of Van Buren street. 

On the other hand, there is such a public 
demand for the completion of the loop that 
the Mayor could not afford to exact too 
much and thus incur the risk of preventing 
altogether, or delaying, something which 
may be called with 1 a necessary im- 
provement. 

Some of the Aldermpn thought the Mayor 
should have insisted om more compensation 
than he obtained, alleging that the loop will 
be enormously profitable from the outset. 
The Loop railroad agents began by assert- 
ing that the income above the fixed chargés 


on the bonds would be/nominal and that the 
city should ask for sy or nothing. 


If the Aldermen who criticised the Mayor 
are correct in their Views, the Swift ar- 
rangement will secure for the city a large 
revenue in time. If the railroad men told 
the truth, the city will not get much reve- 
nue. 


The Mayor pursued a middle course. He 


,demanded what he deemed likely to be a 


fair, reasonable compensation which the 
road could pay and would consent to 
pay. Moderate as the demands may 
seem to some, the Loop company has 
agreed to pay more for its franchise than the 
city has ever been able to obtain from any 
other corporation. That is, Mayor Swift 
has shown greater ability as a bargainer 
than any of his predecessors. 

Of the gross receipts of the Loop road, 
after the $250,000 for the payment of inter- 
est on bonds has been deducted, the city will 
receive one-twentieth during the first five 
years, and one-tenth during the next, five. 
For the ten years following it will get 15 
percent. Then for fifteen years it will get 
one-fifth of the gross receipts, and for the 
last fifteen years one-quarter. 

At first the city will get little, because 
both its percentage and the surplus income 
will’be small. If 80 million people travel on 
the loop the net receipts of the company will 
be $150,000 and for the first five years the 
city will get only $7,500. That, with the 
$6,000 worth of street lighting to be done 
by the company, makes $13,500 a year. 

But as time goes on and population, travel, 
and the city’s percentage increase, it will 
get over a hundred thousand a year, and will 
be a heavy sharer in the profits of the enter- 
prise. The future revenues of the city will 
be swelled greatly by Mayor Swift's good 
bargain. 

Work has been commenced already on the 
last side of the quadrilateral. It will be 
rushed to completion, and soon will be in 
use. The hundreds of thousands of people 
accommodated by it daily will feel indebted 
to the Mayor for not depriving them of it by 


endeavoring to impose too hard terms. 


At a later day, when the loop is producing 

a great revenue for the city, the taxpay- 
ers will be thankful to Mayor Swift for hav- 
ing’ been so mindful of the interests of the 
municipality at a critical time when a two- 
majority of the Aldermen had ceded 
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vigor, the Leander club crew drawing away

YALE BEATEN AT HENLEY. 

Yale was beaten easily by Leander at 
Henley in their trial heat for the Grand 
Challenge Cup. “ Bob” Cook, the trainer 
of the boys in blue, predicted that his 
charges would be defeated by a length and a 
half, and if he had added another quarter of 
a length the prediction would have been ex- 
act. The report of the race shows the 
Americans held their own for half the 
course and after that appeared to lose their 


and winning as it pleased at the finish. 

The result is not a surprise to any one who 
has followed the work of the two crews. Ex- 
perts at Henley, after seeing Yale’s best 
work, freely expressed the opinion ‘the visit- 
ing crew would not be a dangerous factor in 
the race. American experts have shared 
this opinion, and at no time has Trainer 
Cook been more than hopeful of success. 
Now that the race is over it is clear that 
even under the best conditions Yale’s crew 
could not defeat the crew of the Leander 
club, but it seems probable the contest 
would have been closer if Cook had stuck 
to one style of rowing and oars from the 
beginning of the training and not wasted so 
much time in experimenting with English 
methods. The shifting back and forth 
from American oars to English oars unset- 
tled the men in the boat and deprived them 
to a large extent of that cssential to suc- 
cess, a steady training. The crew rowed 
over the full course less than half a dozen 
times before the race because of the time 
lost in changing rigging and becoming used 
to each change, and this admittedly was a 
serious handicap. The error of judgment 
was supplemented by temporary illnesses 
and the misfortune of drawing perhaps the 
strongest crew for the trial heat, and the 
combination is responsible for Yale’s poor 
showing. 

The defeat was fair aid square and de- 
cisive, but the result might have been closer. 
Interest in the regatta appears to be up to 
the usual high pitch. The series of races, 
which lasts three days, is looked upon in 
England as the aquatic Derby of the year. 
It was inaugurated as an annual event in 
1839, and in that year the Grand Challenge 
Cup was purchased by popular subscrip- 
tion and first won by Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge. In the next year it was won by the 
Leander club, and this college and this club, 
with the crew of New College, are the chief 
rivals for the victory this year.

WHAT MONEY STANDARDS MEAN.: 

Most of the differences of opinion between 
men arise out of misunderstanding what 
their contentions are about. Take the case 
of the terms gold standard and “ silver 
standard.” 

A declaration in a party platform in favor 
of the gold standard is the same thing as 
demanding that all the gold now in circula- 
tion in this country shall remain in use, and 
that all the other money in circulation— 
silver and paper, greenbacks and bank 
notes—shall continue to be employed at gold 
par value, as for the last eighteen years. 
All forms of our money are to be maintained 
at the gold standard of value. 

The gold standard, then, means the reten- 
tion in circulation of every dollar in use 
now, with its purchasing power unimpaired. 
There will be no contraction or diminution 
of the currency, either in quantity or in 
value or working power. 

The free silver standard means the estab- 
lishment of the bullion value of the silver 
dollar as the standard of values, which is 
about 53 cents at present. Such a change 
would drive all the gold out of circulation 
and would slump down by one-half the value. 
of the silver and paper money, which is now 
upheld at gold parity. 

Then there would be a double contrac- 
tion of the currency. The gold third would 
be driven out of the country and the remain- 
ing two-thirds would shrink one-half in 
value or working power. 

So a declaration for the gold standard 
means that the men who support it do not 
propose to change the value of any kind of 
our now par money. They simply desire to 
preserve the status in quo. They wish to 
use the silver we have at the same gold 
value as heretofore. 

But those who are for the substitution of | 
the silver standard are revolutionists. They 
want to drive gold out and to reduce the 
silver money which we now have in circuia- 
tion to one-half its present value.

A rigid and thorough, examination is 
made of every boat once a year by Govern- 
ment Inspectors,-and unless they comply in 
every detail with the requirements they are 
not given licenses. All of the equipment and 
machinery is inspected and the ‘life-pre- 
servers are counted and each one examined 
to see that it meets the speciflcations. Ifa 
boat was short one life-preserver ofthe num- 
ber prescribed a license would be refused 
until the deficiency was supplied, And we 
watch these boats every day and so do the 
Custom-House Inspectors and those of the 
Revenue Cutter Calumet. We count the 
number of passengers who go on board and 
those who are unloaded and we look over the 
beat’s equipment.“ 

This statement was indorsed by Inspector 
Moore.
